Soft drinks arc poured automatically at the touch of a cash register key. 

Drive-up customers give their order to a person, not a speaker box, before they proceed to other windows for 
payment and pickup. 

OTHER ©MCDONALD'S IS ON HOLD 

While the new ©McDonald's restaurant at 50th Street and Welcome Way is ready to open, a proposed 
©McDonald's near the Mississippi River in downtown Davenport languishes. 

Harold E. "Pete" Steinke, owner of 13 ©McDonald's in the Quad-City area, says the restaurant is still possible if 
downtown Davenport continues to develop and if a controversy over Iowa's new franchise law is resolved. 

He said © McDonald's Corp. has halted all its Iowa projects while it fights a new state franchise law in court. The 
law gives franchise owners broader rights. 

Construction of a proposed seven-story, 220-room hotel in downtown Davenport also would enhance the 
restaurant's chances, he said. 

Community leaders are trying to get financing for the $19.2 million hotel as part of the $70 million River Center 
Place complex. 

Construction has begun on the rest of River Center Place -a 15-story combination city parking garage and 
corporate headquarters for Iowa-Illinois Gas and Electric Co. and an addition to the River Place convention center. 

The downtown ©McDonald's is proposed for a site on city-owned land near the intersection of River Drive and 
Western Ave. just east of John O'Donnell Stadium. The restaurant's design would feature arched windows and 
other elements suggesting the stadium's architecture. 

Charles Heston, development program manager for the city of Davenport, said the city has signed the lease and 
sent it to © McDonald's Corp. for action.
